MISCELLANY 

The  following  can  hardly  he  classified  as  a  numismatic  item,  although 
it  served  its  purpose  in  being  used  in  place  of  money.  Namely  a 
sterling  silver  railroad  pass,  l-l/2”  X  l-ll/l6",  issued  to  one  Geo. 
Fisher  by  the  Rio  Grand  &  Southern  RR.  and  the  Silverton  RR.  The 
first  being  written  across  the  top,  and  the  second  across  the  bottom 
in  embossed  lettering,  with  the  word  "PASS"  and  "1892"  being  at  op¬ 
posite  ends  on  the  obv.  All  of  this  on  a  background  of  the  finest 
hand  tooled  scroll  work  I  have  ever  seen.  The  name  Geo  Fisher  and 
#110  being  on  a  solid  center  pee,  5/8"  X  l-l/2".  We  place  this  item 
in  this  session  so  as  to  be  able  to  show  the  piece.  ????? 

I  am  unable  to  authenticate  the  following  information,  but  I  have  been 
informed  by  the  party  who  brought  these  to  me  that  he  acquired  same 
while  being  with  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  in  Siberia,  same 
being  used  by  its  members  due  to  a  lack  of  contemporary  monies.  The 
pieces  are  Russian  copper  2  kopek  pcs  with  the  obv.  shaved  off  and 
the  word  Siberia  engraved  on  each  with  2  flourishes  above  the  word 
and  3  below.  I  have  never  seen  these  before,  and  have  no  idea  of

MISCELLANY 

The  following  can  hardly  be  classified  as  a  numismatic  item,  although 
it  served  its  purpose  in  being  used  in  place  of  money.  Namely  a 
sterling  silver  railroad  pass,  l-l/2"  X  l-ll/l6",  issued  to  one  Geo. 
Fisher  by  the  Rio  Grand  8c  Southern  RR.  and  the  Silverton  RR.  The 
first  being  written  across  the  top,  and  the  second  across  the  bottom 
in  embossed  lettering,  with  the  word  "PASS”  and  "1892"  being  at  op¬ 
posite  ends  on  the  obv.  All  of  this  on  a  background  of  the  finest 
hand  tooled  scroll  work  I  have  ever  seen.  The  name  Geo  Fisher  and 
#110  being  on  a  solid  center  pee,  5/8"  X  l-l/2".  We  place  this  item 
in  this  session  so  as  to  be  able  to  show  the  piece.  ????? 

I  am  unable  to  authenticate  the  following  information,  but  I  have  been 
informed  by  the  party  who  brought  these  to  me  that  he  acquired  same 
while  being  with  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  in  Siberia,  same 
being  used  by  its  members  due  to  a  lack  of  contemporary  monies.  The 
pieces  are  Russian  copper  2  kopek  pcs  with  the  obv.  shaved  off  and 
the  word  Siberia  engraved  on  each  with  2  flourishes  above  the  word 
and  3  below.  I  have  never  seen  these  before,  and  have  no  idea  of
